A woMA> has been guillotmed in 
France, for the first time in fifteen 
years. 
The rircnmstances atten^ng 
the execution were horribly revolting, 
as were also the circumstances attend- 
ing the crime. 
The woman had mur- 
dered her «Id mother, whom she con- 
sidered a burden on her. 
She took 
every precaution to insure the success 
of the murder. 
{She first saturated the 
old woman's clothing with oil, then set 
fire to her, and held her down with a 
long- stiuk wliile tUe decrepit old crea- 
ture was roasting to death. 
The old 
woman cried piteously for mercy, but 
the heartless daughter held her down 
till she was burned to a crisp. 
And 
then, to crown murder with blasphemy, 
she placed a lighted ^andle before the 
statue of the Virgin, as an act of thanks- 
giving for the successful issue of the 
murder of her mother. 
The inhab- 
itants of the town, Kamortin, in which 
the crime took place, were thrown into 
a state of unspeakab'e excitement. The 
authorities had mneli cliliiculty to pre- 
vent the people from mobbing the pris- 
on and lynching the prisoner. A speedy 
trial—and trials in Franco are always 
speedy—alone satisfied the populace. 
The woman was promptly condemned 
to death. 
A Paris correspondent thus 
describes the execution: 


Wheu tho arriv-ai of .M. J)eibler 
! ecame 
known to the people of the iowii, the tv.-mng 
before the execution, there «as general re- 
joicing. 
Tho people remaiiicd ap all night to 
witness the execution in tho morniug. 
Most 
of them were on the ground outside the prison 
«8 early as midnight 
When, about 5 o'clock 
in fch® morniDfi, the tumbril or cart appesred. 
bearing tlio murderef<8 to tho place of execa- 
tion, the asuemblod multitude duut up a jof- 
ouB shout. 
'J he distance from the j»il tc the 
execution groiind wa« long, biit the entire pop- 
ulation of the town followed tho death cor- 
tege. 
All Hlditg: til« way the peoplo hooted 
and jeered, tho women eapecially, and pressed 
at times BO 
threateniu^li around the vehicle 
that the gendarmes had to draw their wi;ai>fjn-*. 
On arriving at t!ie fatal spot a d e d ."liie jce 
fell on the multitude. 
The woiiifto wa« .or- 
dered to descend from the vehK 1«, but «he 
did not respond to the summons. 
She had 
fainted 
The officer« removed her and carried 
her to the guillotine, whicb wa-^ grimly stind- 
ing in the morning light 
On her way HIIC re- 
covered her senses, and screamed and le- 
«isted. 
She was promptly placed on ihe fatal 
inetrumont, with ber head thrust through 
{hii boifn/f. 
Her screams were drowned by 
th« shouts of tire assembled people. 
They 
rushed around the instrument, despite the 
'fiforts of 
the gendauu«« 
to keep 
them 
back. 
Mothers held up thoir babies, and men 
held up their little f.oy« at anus' length, to 
let them wxtne^ the execution of the mur- 
leres?, that they might rsmember the lesson 
for life.

DBTBOIT, Mich., April 5.—Long (re- 
publican) is elected to the supreme 
bench by a handsome majority. Gamp- 
bell (republican) is probably elected by 
a majority one-third less than Long, and 
the republican regents have been suc- 
cessful by majorities between the two 
judges. 


The country has gone strongly for 
prohibition, but the returns are not 
yet sufficiently definite to say whether 
the country has been able to wipe ont 
the majorities against the amendment 
rolled up by the cities. The probability 
this morning was that the amendment 
had been carried by a small majority. 


The salariea amendment has been de- 
feated. 


Jamea MoBiillan, chairman of the re- 
publican state^oommittee, says the re- 
publican state ticl^t is elected by 10,000 
and that the amendment is defeated by 
about the same figures.

The Chicago Election. 


GHIOAOO, March 5.—Chicago votes to- 
day for its city officers. The democrats 
have no candidate in the field and the 
contest is between Boche (republican) 
and Nelson (socialist).

GHIOAOO, April 5.—The day is clear. 
Reports from nearly all wards indicate a 
very large vote polled. The contest lies 
between the republican and labor can- 
didates, very few prohibition votes be- 
ing oast. 


A BIO TOTB. 


By noon fnlly one-half and in some 
wards two-thirds of the entire regis- 
tered vote has been oast. This would 
indicate that the total city vote will 
reach probably 
75,000 and possibly 


85,000.

GHIOAOO, April 5.—At 3 o'clock the 
absolute defeat of the labor ticket is as- 
sured. It is certain their vote will fall 
below 30,000 and may not exceed 20,000. 
Very few democrats voted the labor

It is regarded donbtfnl whether 
the labor party will elect more than two 
aldermen. 


Milwaukee. 
MniWAUKBB, April 5.—The campaign 
which culminates to-day has been a 
memorable one. The contest is between 
fusion democrats, the republicans and 
people's labor party for the circuit and 
superior court jndges and ward repre- 
sentatives in the common conncil. 
A 
comparatively large labor vote is being 
polled and leaders of that party are con- 
fident of the election of their judicial 
candidates, M. S. Murphy for circnit 
jndge and Peter Rupp for superior 
judge. 


St. Louis. 
ST. LOUIS, April 5.—There being only 
members of the municipal assembly 
voted for, not much interest taken in the 
contest to-day. The labor party, how- 
ever, has a ticket in the field and the 
workingmen are making considerable 
effort to elect it.

Church Worker in a Brilliant Way 
for Chicago Students. 


ent level from the layman, and is judged 
by another standard 
He comes to 
community an utter stranger; his ex- 
traction, his antecedents, his personal 
traits entirely unknown. Bnt he is not 
required first to earn respect and confi- 
dence. The people may be uncertain aa 
to his talent and his dUigenoe in work, 
bnt it never occurs to them to suspen« I 
judgment on the question of his charac- 
ter. They take for granted his upright- 
ness and his purity. 
Where a business 
man, or one in the other professions, 
must slowly make his way and first 
prove himself worthy of confidence and 
social consideration, the pastor and his 
family are spared the probation. 
They 
step at once into the favor and good will 
of all. But while such general confi- 
dence is thus spontaneously given him, 
there is this serious collateral fact that 
he may sooner the more irretrievably 
forfeit it than the layman. It takes 
much fewer and slighter deviations from 
rectitude to nullify his influence and 
destroy hisname than those it does in 
secular callings. Mathew Arnold says, 
character is three-fourths of life.' In 
the pastor's case may we not say it is 
the whole of it? Good character is his 
reserve capital. If that be gone he is 
hopelessly bankrupt. 
'Be sure your 
example exhorts as well as your words,' 
as Baxter says; or aa Leighton writes, 
'either teach none or let your life 
teach.'"

Rev. Mead C. Williams, D. D., for- 
merly [of this city but now pastor of the 
Presbyterian church at Princeton, HI., 
by invitation of the faculty, delivered a 
lecture

McCormick theological 
seminary

Chicago. Later the substance of this 
lecture was printed in pamphlet form 
under the title of "The pastor," for 
more extended circulation among the 
theological students and youn^ pastors 
of the church who might be benefited 
by 
its admonitions. 
The 
reverend 
lecturer strongly urges his hearers and 
readers to cultivate the personal ac- 
quaintance of the members of their con- 
gregations, doing pastoral work and 
avoiding as far as possible the common 
clerical error of being "at home among 
books but at sea among men." He 
quotes in this connection the description 
of a certain minister of whom it was said 
that he was "invisible six days of the 
week and incomprehensible the seventh. " 
But what we wanted more particular- 
ly to refer to in this lecture is a very 
admirable presentation of the personal 
of the pastor in a community, the readi-^ 
ness with which his character is assum- 
ed to be above reproach and the rapidity 
with which he loses caste when he once 
goes wrong. 
On this point he says: 


"Now, briefly, the pastor in his per- 
son ality. 
We sometimes protest against 
being regarded as of a separate order or 
class from our fellow-disciples.

To follow these services intelligently 
people in attendance would dowel! to 
secure a book called "Holy Week, 
which contains the services for all the 
week. 


On Thursday morning at 9 o'clock 
there will be services of great solemnity 
celebrated by the bishop surrounded by 
a large number of the clergy. 
During 
this mass occurs the blessing of the 
Oil for the sick, (see St. James V), con- 
secration of the Holy Chrysen, (used in 
confirmation), and the blessing of the 
Oil of Catechromens. 


During the "Gloria in Excelsis 
this mass all the church bells are rung 
and after this, are silent until Saturday 
morning. At the close of this mass the 
Sacred Host is carried in solemn pro- 
cession to the "Repository," where it is 
kept for adoration all the day and is con- 
sumed on the following morning by the 
officiating priest. 
After the procession 
the altars are divested of all their orna- 
ments and remain so over Good Friday. 


Thursday evening at 7.80 the Tene- 
brœ services occur just aa on the even- 
ing previous.

will be exposed for veneration and the 
great congregation will meditate upon 
the lessons of good Friday. 


At 3 o'clock in the afternoon on Fri- 
day the devotions known as the "Way 
of the Cross," take place, and the Ca- 
thedral will be thronged. 


In the evening at 7:30 there will be 
sermon appropriate to the oocasion. 


Saturday morning the services begin 
at 7 o'clock. They include blessing of 
the new fire, paschal candle, and- other 
ceremonies. The bells are rung during 
the Gloria in Excelsis and preparations 
Easter. 


On Easter Sunday the churches of the 
city will throw off the garbs of mourn 
ing in which the altars have been draped 
for seven weeks, and all will be bright 
and cheerful. Light will take the place 
of darkness, and the sweetest of spring 
flowers will brighten the gloom of Holy 
week. Great preparations are being 
made by the choirs of the different 
churches to honor the feast of the resur- 
rection of Christ in befitting manner. 
They have bi en busy rehearsing choice 
works, and on Sunday the Christians of 
all denominations will have an oppor- 
tunity of hearing the results.

MfiaU C-TYlllIaraa-Paintii His Ideal 


Church Worker in a Brilliant Way 


for CUtcngo Students.

gregations, doing pastoral work out 
avoiding as far BH ponsiblo the common 
clerical error of being "ut home among 
bookfl but tit eon among men."

of n certaiu minister of whom it was sait 
tliot ho was "invisible six days of th 
week and incomprehensible tho seventh. 


But what wo wanted muro particular 


ly to refer to in this lecture is a ver

o his talent and his diligence in work, 
mt it never occurs to them to suspend 
udgment on the question cf his charac- 
er. They take for granted his upright- 
ness and hiB purity. Where a buiiueai 
man, or one in the other profession*, 
must iilowly make hu way and firs! 
trove himself worthy of confidence and 
octal consideration, the pastor and big 
amily are spared the probation. They 
tap at once into the favor and good will 
f all. But while such general conS- 
ence in thna spontaneously given him, 
lore is this serious collateral fact that 
e may sooner the more irretrievably 
orfeit it than the layman. It takes' 
mnoh fewer and slighter deviations from 
eotitude to nullify his influence and 
catroy hisnamo than thoee it does in 
ocular callings, Mathew Arnold says, 
character is three-fourths of life.'
